Not all of a wildlife officers | 
time is spent on wilderness patrol. | 
A day's work may include game or 
fish management, public meetings, 
conducting programs on wildlife 
conservation and many:other ac- 
tivities. One important phase of 
wildlife law enforcement is the 
investigation of alleged wildlife | 
law violations, 

Sometimes an investigation re- 
sults in the apprehension and ar- 
rest of-the lowest of all game law 
violaters, “the man that dells game 
fish and wildlife for a Personal 
profit.” k 

One such recent investigation re- 
suited in the arrest:and-conviction 
of a man who was charged with 
selling venison. The complete in- | 


vestigation required more than 


plea by the “bootlegger of game 
animals” and a sentence of 90 days 
in the county jail, plus an addition- 
al 20 days for a previous game law 
violation in which sentence had 
been suspended. 

At times such _ investigations 
may take on a “cloak and dagger” 
atmosphere with clandestine mest- 
ings in beer parlors, pool halls and 
remote country rendezvous. All 
investigations do not lead to ar- 
rest and convictions but the recent 
one found a violator selling deer 
meat at a price of one dollar per 
pound
